Chamberlain shouted to an angry 
opposition in the house of com 
mons that the League of Nations 
aa protection against aggression 
was "a delusion." 


Chamberlain, striving to make 


his voice heard above the cnes of 
the labor party members, who had 
demanded a vote of censure for his 
policy of making friends with 
Europe's dictators, cried: 


"We must not try to delude our- 
selves, and still more we must not 
try to delude small, weak nations 
that they will be protected by the 
league against aggression. 


"We know that nothing of the 


kind can be expected." 


"The league is unable to provide 


collective security for 
anybody 
x x x," Chamberlain declared. "I 
would stay in the league because 
I have faith that it will be recon- 
stituted x x x . 
"But I doubt very much* If the 


league will ever do its best work 
so long as its members are nomi- 
nally bound to impose sanctions 
(economic penalties) or 
impose 


force in support 
of its 
princi- 
ples x x x . 


"Nations that remain in the 
league must not be saddled with 
risks they are not prepared 
to 


take x x x . 


"If the league would throw off 


the shams and pretenses which 
everyone sees thru and come out 
with a declaration of what it is 
prepared to do, its moral force as 
a focus for public opinion would be 
multiplied at once. 


Greenwood Moved Censure. 


Arthur Greenwood, vice chair- 
man of the opposition labor party, 
moved the vote of censure, attack- 
ing Chamberlain for the policies 
which brought 
on the dramatic 


resignation 
Sunday night of An 


thony Eden as foreign secretary. 


"As a result of that resigna- 
tion," said Greenwood, "the fate of 
the world rests in the trembling 
hands of the prime minister.'1 


Chamberlain was given a two- 


minute ovation by his supporters 
as he rose to reply.

sorghum."

frequently develop fully even after 
midsummer drouths 
"We need 


such crops as these." he said. 


Will Fatten Hogi. 


Gramlich pointed to th* results 


of feeding tests showing nogs can 
be fattened satisfactorily on grain 
sorghums, decrying the fact drouth 
years resulted in a two-thirds re- 
duction in Nebraska swine produc- 
tion. "If we can't have corn, then 
let's have the next best thing," he 
laid.

Tuesday morning with inspection 
of the plant of the Hevner Serum 
company where Franklin corn and 
sorghum feeding tests were con- 
ducted.

Johnson's office. 
Johnson at that 


time was deputy disbursing offi- 
cer for the New England CCC, 
Cartier said. 


Agents said the "tip" on the 
case came from an employe in the 
adjutant general's department in 
Washington, who noted numbers 
on some of the government vouch- 
ers were higher than the number 
allowed for the New England dis- 
trict.

ATDIPLOMACYTREND 


French Approve New Arms 


Fund—Vienna Police Ban 


Demonstrations.

With war already rumbling in 


one corner, Europe w a t c h e d 
anxiously for the effect of British 
'diplomacy's turn from "idealism" 
to hard "practicality." 
France, facing Spanish civil war 


on her southern border and Ger- 
many's spreading influence in cen- 
tral Europe cloae to her eastern 
frontiers, looked to the strength of 
her defenses. 


The French cabinet approved «T 


plan for a new armaments 
fund 


reported to total 10,000,000,000 
francs ($329,000,000). It sought 
quick parliamentary approval so 
that the money could become avail- 
able within a week and the pro- 
gram begin at once. 


The navy, it 
was understood, 


hoped for funds sufficient to lay 
down two 35,000-ton battleships 
and the air force planned to order 
1,000 new fighting planes. 


Premier Chamberlain's policy, in 
face of the nazificatlon of Austria 
and Reichsfuehrer Hitler's Sunday 
speech demanding 
colonies 
and 


eastward 
expansion 
in central 


Europe, was: First, friendship with 
Italy; second, an amicable solution 
of Germany's demands for colo- 
nies; ultimately, a four-power un- 
derstanding for 
peace 
bringing 


France into accord with Britain, 
Germany and Italy. 


Pravda, the official communist 


newspaper, replied to Fuehrer Hit- 
ler's reichstag speech with the an- 
nouncement the soviet union fully 
reciprocated his hostility. In the 
first soviet presa-1 comment on the 
speech, Pravda said its more em- 
phatic points "confirmed that the 
policy of German fascism more 
than ever tends toward new ag- 
gressions, seizure of colonies, in- 
citement to world war and further 
absorption 
and 
oppression 
of 


smaller and weaker states." 


In Vienna, hundreds of police 


enforced a four week ban on 
political demonstrations thruout 
Austna. Illustrative of the panic 
that has gripped the nation since 
it learned the significance of the

Much Speculation Over Effect of 


Mortgage Moratorium Decision- 


Many Feel Will Help Conditions 


Not 
until the 
lawyers 
have 


searched the books and read in 
full the decision of the state su- 
preme court invalidating the mort- 
gage moratorium law will they 
care to indicate what is going to 
happen to all of the moratory stays 
now in existence. 
Some general 


prbiciples are agreed upon 


The supreme court decision nul- 


lifies the six year law, and the 
general rule of construction that 
where a statute has been declared 
invalid the date of invalidity dates 
from the inception of the law and 
not the date upon which the court 
deciees its unconstitutionally. 


Prediction is made that the de- 


cision will be followed* by many 
transfers of titles. The exceptions 
will be in those cases where the 
parties have mutually agreed upon 
a stay and the mortgagee has con- 
tracted not to demand possession 
or completion of foreclosure 


Most moratoriums were sought 


and granted prior to confirmation 
of sale. In a number of instances, 
this was asked after the statutory 
stay of nine months was had. Be- 
fore the moratorium came into 
being the usual course waa for the 
lender to secure confirmation of 
sale as soon as the nine months' 
stay was ended unless an appeal 
to the supreme court was taken. 
For years the court docket was so 
crowded that an appeal to it by 
a borrower usually gave him two 
years more because it could not 
be reached and disposed of in 
that time. 


Where mortgagees have been 


careful to keep a clean and proper 
record, there will be nothing to 
prevent them from asking for con- 
firmation of sale, upon which title 
will pass. 
How many moratory 
stays are In existence and how 
many thousands of acres they af- 
fect is not known, and no one can

After collapsing he was carried 


:o rest on a pile of overcoats and 
a physician was summoned but 
death came almost immediately. A 
leart ailment was believed to have 
been the cause. 


For 22 years he managed a state 


bank at Alma, and in 1920, 20 
years after retiring from 
this 


business, was appointed chief ex- 
aminer for the state guaranty 
fund. 
A notable legislative act of 


his term as governor was enact- 
ment of a two cent railroad fare. 


Mr. Shallenberger was set to 


congress four times from the Fifth 
district in 30 years, serving In 7 
sessions. 
Between times he was 


one of the few democratic gov- 
ernors of Nebraska, and -was once 
a candidate for the United States 
senate. He was first elected to 
congress in 1901, five years later 
icrved a term as governor, and in 
1912 tried unsuccessfully for a 
seat in the senate. 


Ht was devoted to the cause of 


.he farmer and stock breeder, be- 
ng himself one of the. first to in- 
.roduce Shorthorn cattle success- 
fully into his section of the state 
The body was taken to Shellen- 
jerger's home in Alma.

SUPREME COURT 


INVALIDATES THE 


ACT BY 6-1 VOTE 


Says Legislature Took Too 


Much Power—Only Judge 


Paine Dissents. 


With Justice Paine alone dls* 


senting, the state supreme couit 
Tuesday held that the mortgage 
moratorium law of 1937, which 
was a re-enactment of a statute 
first passed in 1933, was violativ* 
of the constitution in that it im- 
paired the obligation of contracts. 
Judge Eberly wrote the majority 
opinion, 
and 
Judge 
Carter 
a 


separate concurrence. 


The majority opinion held that 


Lhe meaning of a constitution is 
fixed when it is adopted. It is not 
different at any subsequent time 
when a court has occasion to pass 
upon it. The court is theiefore to 
determine the law as written, leav- 
cisions, including one by Justice 
tional amendment to make such 
changes 
as new circumstances 
may require. 
The fact that the 


federal supreme court, in a case 
from Minnesota, upheld a state law 
doea not make a decision by it 
construing- provisions of the fed- 
eral 
constitution 
binding 
upon 


state courts in construing similar 
provisions of state constitutions. 
The TJ. S. supreme court and the 
supreme court of this state are 
seers, the decision says, and the 
decisions of the former upon the 
federal constitution and laws are 
winding on the latter, the decisions 
of the latter upon the constitution 
and laws of Nebraska are binding 
>n the former. The court says on 
lie question of whether an emer- 
gency justifies the suspension of 
constitutional powers; quoting in 
)art from a federal supreme court 
opinion:

Nebraska Good Roads associa- 
tion officials said motorists of Ne- 
braska and other states will be 
contributing a total of 5349,000,000 
to the U. S. government in excise 
taxes "without getting any of it 
back'* if congress cancels federal 
aid to highways for next year. 
The secretary of the treasury, 
the association executives said, 
has estimated the $349.000,000 will 
be collected from' the various 
states during the present fiscal 
year thru federal taxes on gaso- 
line, lubricating oils, tires and 
inner 
tubes, 
automobiles 
and 
motorcycles, 
trucks, parts and 


accessories. 
Should the present fefleral aid 
continue unchanged, h o w e v e r , 
they said, $238,000,000 would be 
distributed back to the states, or 
$111,900,000 less than the "gov- 
ernment collects from highway 
users." 
Nebraska's share would 
be $6,976,000, including $3,966,372 
of regular 1939 allotments and un- 
expended balances from previous 
years. 
"In case the proposed reduc-

eader in the crusade for social 
ecurity legislation, declares in a 
ublic address that the payroll tax 
s a device for "distributing pov- 
:rty among the poor." 
"Instead," he flay., "of following the 
modern principle* or aoelal insurance. »o 
uccesafully carried out In Great Britain, 
f 
Increasing the 
purchasing power by 
ttributing Uie cost of soclaj Insurance 
among all elements of socloty. our pro- 
gram places the cost entirely upon the 
workers both directly as wage earners and 


idlrectly as consumers. . . 
"The 
Idea underlying our system Is to 


build reserves by setting the contributions 
higher ihan necessary and by keeping the 
>aymenta on a low level. But since this 
warded money comes only from 
direct 
axes on wages and payrolls, which reduces 
turchasInK power, the consumptive power 
Df the masses Is doubly reduced. 
"Moreover, 
since no funds at all are 
provided by thb well to do, the reduced 
lurchaslng power must inevitably result 
n decreasing consumption, curtailing pro- 
duction, diminishing profits and intensify- 
ng unemployment." 


A special committee of experts 
or advisory council is studying, 
with the co-operation of the social 
security 
board 
itself, 
certain 
changes in the legislation which 
are to be proposed, but this is not 
:ouching the economic factor—the 
capacity of business to absorb, 
from the,point of view of owner- 
ship and of the consumer, the price 
changes that result from such a 
suddenly imposed tax burden. If 
Mr. Roosevelt will have some, bu- 
reau investigate the relationship 
of payroll taxes to prices last 
year, he will find that along about 
ast March, when businesses be- 
jan to realize they had to pass on 
social security costs to the con- 
sumer, the beginning of a buyers' 
strike set in, whereupon the pres- 
ent recession ensued, because the 
aottom dropped out of demand, 
resulting in a widespread cancela- 
:ion of orders from one end to the 
other of the whole economic sys- 
tem. 
The interdependence of such 
factors in the business world may 
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not be generally realized. A* an 
xampl* the auto industry raises 
rices because labor cost* and 
payroll taxe* In its own plants, 
lus labor costs and payroll taxes 
aiong the supplle» of raw ma- 
erials, cause a precipitate Sn- 
reas« which cannot b« met any 
ther way. Consumer* balk at 
rices and halt their buying of 
ew cars. This cause* the >auto 
ompany to lay off men and to 
ancel order* with steel com- 
panies. One steel concern ordered 
ransported about 5,000 carloads 
f coal a year ago last January 
ver the Norfolk & Western rall- 
oad. This year. In tne same 
nonth, this railroad, one of the 
most prosperous and efficient ays- 
ems in the country, carried only 
,000 cars of coal for the same 
teel company. Earnings dropped 
rom J2,000,000 in "January, 1937, 
o $700.000 in January, 1938 for 
he Norfolk A Western. 
Then 
workmen are laid off on the rail- 
iads, or else they are cut to a 
our day or even three day week. 
Then purchasing power continues 
0 drop. The income groups of 
vorkmen ordinarily buy many of 
lie used autos. They stop buying. 
This slows up the market for new 
ars and we are back to recession 
in the automobile industry again 
which normally is the leading pro- 
duction business in the world.

In a recent issue of The N«- 
raska Alumnus an anonymous 
936 graduate of the university 
oices her troubles in an article 
under the expressive title, "Needles 
and Pins." Very interesting as an 
individual plaint, it is also doubt- 
ess a typical case of a young 
ouple in financial difficulties, ap- 
arently thru no fault of their 


n.'Back in the gay, glad days of 
936." begins the author, who pre- 
ers that her name be not re- 
ealed, "I was one of several hun- 
red unsuspecting graduates of the 
University 
of 
Nebraska 
who 
warmed out upon the business 
and professional world. TJnsuspect- 
ng, I say, because so many of us 
had been given to believe, thru 
ur four lovely years, that we were 
ruly the chosen people. So few 
f us harbored frightening realiza- 
tions that our'university education 
ctually was not equipping us for 
iving in the kind of world it since 
has been our lot to battle—and 
that our hard won A. B. degrees 
would in no sense guarantee "Sue- 
ess or your money back." 
"Big business is talking, now in 
hese confused days of 1938, of a 
ecesslon—laters version of the de- 
pression which we were sure had 
riven up the ghost as far back as 
36. Politicians rant of economic 
nsecurity. And too many of my 
ellow class mates are 
talking 
about how to prolong the comfort- 
able habit of eating three square 
meals a day. We thought we were 
going to college during pretty 
ough years. We didn't much like 
having to work part time. We re- 
sented the small allowances our 
over burdened parents were able to 
Jive us. And on that rare day in 
'une when we beamed fondly on 
•ur sheepskins, we were still bliss- 
fully unaware that all was not to 
be roses and honeysuckle in our 
young lives. 


Not All Roses. 


"But we found out all too soon. 
For example, Immediately after 
graduation, the job I had wanted 
tnd dreamed of dropped into my 
ap like the Biblical manna. 
In- 
deed, if I had created a job for 
myself, utilizing all the training 
n advertising and journalism ab- 
sorbed thru four long years, I 
couldn't have done better. Imagine 
my consternation at finding that 
I was to be paid the princely sal- 
ary of ?40 a month—indefinitely. 
"For the next five months I 
shared an, apartment with a girl 
friend. She too had graduated the 
jrevious June and was working 
an average of ten hours a day, 
also for J40. For ?25 a month 
we had the privilege of washing 
our clothes In the bathtub and 
groaning our nights away on the 
sagging springs of a foldaway bed, 
serenaded by the cheerful chirp- 
ing of the mice which had made 
heir home in the refrigerator 
motor.. When the chill autumn 
winds blew we stuffed 
towels 
under the window sill and sat on 
the radiator, wrapped in all of .our 
available bedding. 
"All this time my fiance and I 
were fretting because we couldn't 
afford to get married. 
He had 
jeen forced, at the beginning of 
:he previous semester, to leave 
school about 15 hours from his 
degree, and take a job with a gov- 
ernment agency. 
It wasn't the 
s«rt of job his background and 
education would have warranted 
say, ten years ago, but at ?90 a 
month it sounded like wealth to 
us. When, on that momentous day 
in November the head of the ad- 
vertising firm which 'employed me 
decided, in: a moment of brash im- 
pulse, to raise my salary to the 
unheard of figure of 165, we all 
but ran to the nearest minister 
On $155 a month we \vere sure we 
could save at least $75 a month 


'Looking back over our brief 
but crowded married life I find 
no more suitable summation than 
the childhood jingle: 'Needles and 
pins. Needles and pins. When a 
nan marries his trouble begins.' 
in the first flush of our 
new 
'ound prosperity we decided that 
my husband should give up his 
ob and go back for his A. B. So 
'or six months he was again a 
collegian and we were living much 
ess comfortably on my $65 a 
month. How surprised we were to 
find how quickly that amount 
skittered away. 
And even more 
surprised that we had not only 
failed to save a penny, but that 
Jills—not yet large but definitely 
mperative—contracted 
in 
mo- 
ments of pure optimism, were 
eering from our mail box too fre- 
quently. So my husband sought to 
swell the family purse by selling 
nvestment contracts. He worked 
all day several days a week and 
didn't sell one. 
"So we gave up our attractive 
apartment and moved into the 
strangest living quarters known to 
man. The bedroom equipment was 
of the type commonly found in 
army forts of- the Civil war era, 
ind about as convenient. As a 
temporary a r r a n g e ment, we 
thought it was fun and bragged 
about it to our friends. Each of 
our three subsequent moves, each 
time at lower rent, has been 
worse. It's hard to remember to 
joke about it now. Without know- 
ing how it came about, we found 
ourselves getting more deeply into 
debt for the l>arest necessities of 
life. When In April Jim had to 
have an emergency operation we 
thought that surely the worst had 
come. Even then we vowed to 
hang on until the semester ended 
and he could again go back to 
work and restore the family creflit. 
"But with the semester finally 
done, he couldn't go back to work 
no matter how badly he wanted to. 
For weeks he made lists, followed 
up leads and tramped the streets. 
A month, two months passed and 
daily we were finding it harder to 
keep up the old bravado, the "Be 
nonchalant, light a Murad" atti- 
tude that had been so smart in 
college. Then came the last straw 
to completely upset our well laid 
plans of a few months before. It 
seemed that we were going to be- 
come parents. Needless to say the 
weeks that followed were hopeless. 
But, as the poets say, the darkest 
hour comes before the dawn and 
on the torrid July day when I re- 
luctantly clearedi out 
my 
desk 
drawers, Jim literally fell into an- 
other government job with the un- 
believable salary of $75 a month. 


Parents on $75 a Month. 


"That was eight months ago. To- 
day our sole assets are * $75 a 
month—every 
penny of which 
goes, no matter how meticulously 
we budget, for food, rent and doc- 
tor bills; a 1925 radio; and several 
lovely table lamps and nut dishes, 
relics of our wedding day. Not an 
article of clothing has either of 
us bought in more than a year. 
Both of us need dental attention 
and glasses refitted. 
Toothpaste 
and half soles are matters of in- 
tricate finance. 
Altho our 
lessons in frugality 
have been intensive and more than 
a little painful, we actually haven't 
minded that part of It. We would 
be willing to do without the things 
which a year ago we thought we 
couldn't live without, if only we 
could work out from under the 
crushing pall of debt which hangs 
over us. Almost daily Jim hunts 
for a better job, spurred on by the 
fear of losing the job he now has, 
pitifully inadequate tho it is. It's 
impossible to fight off an awful 
sense of hopeless discouragement 
Lately we are obsessed by an over- 
whelming fear that there Is no fu- 
ture for us anywhere. 
"I do not believe that our cir- 


cumstances are unique. What with 
many other young folks our own 
a«e fighting to jet jobs or to find 
better one*, it's evident that w« 
are mil hanging on waiting for the 
breaks to come our way. I find it 
impossible to believe that the kind 
of life we are living is of our own 
making. Nor do I believe that we 
are mentally inferior to or less well 
[ualif led than those who have gone 
before and who are now holding 
down positions of responsibility 
which offer at least a living wage. 
"It seems to me that two things 
are at fault. One is tne failure of 
educational institutions—and our 
own University of Nebraska not 
excepted—to accept the tremend- 
ous responsibility to fit us fop liv- 
ing. Not for just holding jobs but 
for meeting with a well adjusted 
mental and emotional outlook the 
kind of struggling existence which 
youngsters fresh out of college are 
xlng more and more forced to ac- 
cept. 
"The other Is the well known 
economic insecurity,' so promiscu- 
ously blamed for everything from 
bad teeth to hank failures. Maybe 
I'm wrong but it see'ms to me that, 
in 'these trying times' everyone 
who is nicely situated is holding, 
teeth and toenall, to his job. Of 
course we're not criticizing this 
fight for self preservation, but our 
well established elders are showing 
a curious aversion to helping us up 
the ladder. We had to fight for our 
place in life... no w it's their turn 
.o show what they're made of. 
And how we'd like to. What we 
would give for a chance to prove 
our worth—a chance such as they 
had when they were In our places. 


Schools Negligent. 


"To get back to the school's re- 
sponsibility. 
Negligible attempts 
are made when a student enrolls in 
a college to ascertain his voca- 
tional capacities, and even less 
actual guidance is given him thru- 
out his college career. Too, little 
knowledge of the really desperate 
employment situation existing to- 
day seeps inside the sheltered 
classroom walls. No university 
can be expected to say to the deans 
of-its colleges: 
'Cut the enrol- 
ment for the next few years.. .Our 
graduates are standing in line 30 
deep for every potential job.' 
"I am not contesting or belittling 
the value of a college education. 
Indeed, an A.B. degree today is 
equal to a high school diploma of 
10 or 15 years ago. 
Nor have I 
any idea of how a collegiate insti- 
tution can go as far as present day 
circumstances 
demand that it 
should in equipping students to 
hold their own in a 1938 in which 
unemployment- figures alarmingly. 
"Jim is a splendid example of 
the educated misfit. Trained in po 
lltlcal science and economics, hi: 
job now, after four years of ardu> 
ous collegiate study and eager-an.- 
ticipatlon, is stuffing envelopes. 
He's done it for months, and unless 
something breaks he'll probably go 
on stuffing envelopes until his hair 
turns gray. That gets you after a 
while. It stifles your ambition and 
warps your sense of values. In 
spite of years of office experience, 
and willingness to work hard at 
anything he, and many like him, 
can't seem to get a start in any 
field...for that matter, to earn 
enough money to maintain even a 
modest standard of living. 
"We are beginning to wonder 
what chance there Is these days 
for careers except for those blessed 
by money and influence. In other 
years a man at 25 was set for life, 
a growing power in his community, 
a solid citizen with a comfortable 
hint of a pouch at the waistline. 
Now, in 1938, my husband is 25. 
His self-confidence 
is shattered 
and his clothes are shabby. As 
for his waistline 
he won't need 
to worry about it during our pres- 
ent mode of life. 


Seeking a Job Again. 


"I am again facing the problem 
of finding a job for myself after 
months of forced Inactivity. So far 
my efforts have been dishearten- 
ing. Never before have I had any 
difficulty In finding a job when I 
needed one. All thru school and 


afterward as well, food luck and 
nterested friends combined to keep 
me constantly and 
successfully 
employed. Now, when my contrl- 
jutlon to the support of our son 
s so desperately needed, it seems 
to be another story. 
"One thing I haw learned to 
my sorrow since those gay days of 
college. 
That -is, the average 
woman cannot successfully com- 
bine marriage and a career and do 
complete justice to each. 
Mar- 
•iagc, in my smug little scheme of 
.hlngs, was to be only pleasantly 
ncidental to the real business at 
hand—my career. Now I find that 
t will be distressingly 
hard to 
eave my three months old baby, 
:o sacrifice the very real joy of 
watching him thru his 'earliest 
childhood. 
"If you dig deep into most coeds' 
motives, you'll find they're in col- 
ege for the sole purpose of getting 
married. 
So they learn how to 
compete with men In what is still 
a man's world, and wonder why | 
they are such flops at changing 
diapers and managing the sordid 
Business of whipping yesterday's 
leftovers Into something edible. It 
Is quite conceivable that if college 
women gave as much thought and 
preparation to the job of marriage 
uld home making as they do to 
Jieir carees, there would be fewer 
frustrated wives, haphazard homes 
and incidentally, divorces. 
"I have determined to put behind 
me the sense of defeat and grim 
discouragement my husband and I 
tiave experienced since our blithe 
departure from the university, and 
fight to regain my confidence. Per- 
haps, with marriage and mother- 
hood (supposedly the two greatest 
Interruptions to a woman's career) 
behind me, now at the ripe old age 
of 21 may be able to start over, 
with a greater fund of wisdom and 
understanding to offer my prospec- 
tive employer, If and when that 
benevolent 
gentleman 
comes 
along." 


U.S. DEBT jg NEW HIGH 


Total of $37,610,223,093 


Reached on Feb. 18. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). The na- 
tional debt touched a new all time 
high of *37,610,223,093, the trea- 
sury daily statement for Feb. 18 
disclosed. This was approximately 
t7.000.000 greater than the peak 
estimated for the 1938 fiscal year 
in the president's January budget. 
Since the first of the month the 
debt has increased by $157.695,822 
representing for the most part 
transfers by the treasury of special 
obligations to trust accounts such 
as the old age reserve and railroad 
retirement funds.

Since that time there have 
been other ^refusals to ask for a 
third term, and the country has 
come to regard "no third term" as 
unwritten law. Sometime, it seems 
probable, that tradition will be 
tested and its effectiveness as un- 
written law will be made known. 


Washington was a leader of 


men. He was born 208 years ago 
and he had reached maturity when 
the colonies fought for indepen- 
dence and a great leader was 
needed. Possibly he would not 
measure high in the arts of war 
as war is conducted now, but then 
he was abreast of his times and 
a war leader to be reckoned with 
by the best that England could 
send to the colonies. It is said that 
he was 
less 
gifted and 
less 


learned than either Hamilton or 
Jefferson, yet he was more than 
their equal in sound judgment and 
ability to mould public sentiment 
and thus to lead men.

WHERE OUR MONEY GOES. 
A great many voters the coun- 


try ovrr get leaflets from their 
congressmen thru the mails. Very 
often these leaflets carry the state- 
ment, "Not printed at government 
expense." They are reprints from 
the Congressional Record, and as 
much is indicated. The purpose of 
sending out such material is not 
to present any great and vital 
issue to the public but Jo further 
:he personal interests of the man 
who sends it out. A case in point 
comes out in Oklahoma. 


Not long ago Congressman Will 


Rogers 
of Oklahoma 
obtained 


unanimous consent to print two 
letters in the Congressional Rec- 
ord. Now leaflets containing these 
two letters and printed in the form 
of excerpts from the Congressional 
Record are being mailed widely to 
Oklahoma voters. Mr. Rogers is 
a congressman at large and must 
make his campaign over the entire 
state. 


The statement "Not printed at 


government expense" Is misleading 
and untrue. The matter is first 
printed in the Congressional Rec- 
ord at government expense. 
On 


one day last week 126 pages in the 
Record were filled with speeches 
on the farm bill and other mat- 
ters, all -delivered not for the in- 
formation of fellow members but 
for consumption in the congress- 
men's home districts. 


There is another expense at- 


tached to this conducting of per- 
sonal campaigns with Uncle Sam 
paying the bill. It Is the cost of 
transportation and distribution in 
the mails. These leaflets are sant 
out under the congressmen'! own 
frank, in envelopes printed in the 
government printing 
office and 


made ready for mailing there^. All 
the congressman has to do is to 
supply the addresses on the enve- 
lopes. 


Not long ago there was much 


ado about senators and congress- 
men who had drawn mileage for 
trips to,their home for the holi- 
days, when actually very few trips 
were made. That is an occasional 
grabbing of public money which 
congress votes to its own members. 
The cost of distribution of political 
literature runs into a bigger aum. 
The trouble Is, its cost cannot be 
traced, and the total sum made 
public, as was the case in the 
mileage grab. 


MOBE OE LESS PERSONAL. 
There is much talk among re- 
publicans about a candidate for 
congress in the First district. Some 
of the politically minded have been 
working on Harry Sackett of Be- 
atrice. It is reported that he has 
given them the final answer, a 
word of two letters.

He prepared his broadcasts 
by "listening" to his secretary 
read the news, his fingers at her 
throat, and then dictated his talks. 
These were translated into Braille 
for future reference. Braille was 
one of his early accomplishments 
and the Morse code, as well. A 
device" specially constructed for his 
use permitted him to "listen" thru 
his hands, to shprt wave broad- 
casts.

With Proviso That Provisions 


of Ordinance Stand—New 


Merit System. 


The council M6nday afternoon 


directed Building Inspector Vor- 
heea to issue a permit to Dr. 
Corol E. Brown for a residence, 
latter to contain dental office, at 
what probably will be known as 
2120 South St., but, on motion of 
J. W. Kinsinger, required, as a 
condition, that the permit contain 
this clause: "The council does not 
waive 
any 
conditions contained 


within ordinance No. 3514." This 
is the zone ordinance. 


The residence will contain. Dr. 


Brown said, 20 to 22 rooms. It 
will be two stories with attic, con- 
struction of brick veneer and cost 
517,000. The ground dimensions 
29.6 
by 83 feet. On the ground 


floor, according to blue print plans, 
will be located business office, re- 
ception room, four operating rooms 
and laboratory. 


The dentist claimed that, under 


the ordinance, he is entitled to do 
exactly what he proposes. Director 
Erickson pointed out the ordinance 
permits a dentist to practice in 
his residence but has a limitation 
calling for but one assistant. The 
director added that provision for 
operating rooms gives an impres- 
sion of greater professional oc- 
cupancy. 


Dr 
Brown satd he desires a 


dental room for children, a sur- 
gical room, one room for pho- 
tography and x-ray and one fbr 
general 
practice. 
He 
reminded 


that he desires to function as a 
legalized dentist normally does and 
that the council has ample re- 
course if he exceeds his rights. He 
did not look with favor upon the 
director's suggestion that the legal 
department would like a letter say- 
Ing the ordinance will be complied 
with.

NORMAN WITNESS FOR 


STATE IN HANSON TRIAL 


Names Himself and Hanson 


and Two Others as Men 


Who Kidnaped Koza. 


John Edward Norman, who said 


his holme was at North Bend, Neb., 
took the witness stand for the 
state Monday afternoon and im- 
plicated himself, Arthur Hanson, 
Melving Quenng and Donald Hor- 
nung in the kidnaping and robbery 
of Joseph Koza for which Han- 
son is on trial before a jury in 
District Judge Chappell's 
court. 
Koza was kidnaped by Hanson and 
the others on Dec. 3 when the 
Fen ton drug1 store was robbed, 
the state claims. 
Norman detailed the crime from 


start to finish. But when he was 
questioned on cross examination 
the defense produced a statement 
signed by Norman in which he 
stated to the best of his knowl- 
edge. Arthur Hanson was not in 
the crime and was no where near 
at the time the crime was com- 
mitted. It further states: "I will 
now and at any time in the future 
refuse to 
implicate or 
identify 


him at any time as being an ac- 
complice to the crime." It was 
dated Feb. 4. 


The statement further detailed 


that 
he had made - a previous 


statement to the county attorney 
and to police officers because he 
had been promised immunity and 
a light sentence. Norman declared 
that the testimony he gave on 
the 
stand 
was 
true and 
*he 


written statement false. 


He testified the reason he wrote 
it was that Hanson had been tell- 
ing him how hard it went with 
"rats" at the reformatory and peni- 
tentiary and he wanted Hanson to 
quit bothering him. Melvin Quermg, 
brought in from the penitentiary, 
refused to testify on the ground 
that he might incriminate himself. 
A question arose as to how" tar 
County Attorney Towle could go 
in questioning him and citations 
were to be presented Wednesday 
on the question. 


Norman had pleaded guilty in 


municipal court to the crime and 
could not claim exemption on the 
ground that he might Implicate 
himself..He said the quartet met 
and planned the robbery of the 
Fenton drug store. He said they 
took Koza to a point northwest of 
the 10th street viaduct and bound 
his hands and feet with wire. He 
also admitted they took Koza's 
shoes off as he had claimed at 
the time 
of the kidnaping* and 


threatened to burn his feet if he 
did not give them the combination 
of the Fenton drug store safe. 


Norman said he sold the watch 


taken from Koza in Omaha. Other 
things taken from him they burned 
about 15 minutes after they had 
left the scene of the kidnaping. 
He said 
Hanson remained 
with 


Koza while they went to the drug 
store and tried to open the safe.

ON ELECTION CHANGE 


Postpones Action on New 
System for Choosing Judges 


of District Court. 


The Lincoln Bar association, at 


its meeting at 
the 
Cornhusker 


hotel Monday night, voted to put 
over until the March meeting con- 
sideration of the recommendation 
of the judiciary committee of the 
organization, that the bar instruct 
;he committee 
to 
sponsor 
an 


amendment at the next session of 
the legislature to provide a new 
system of electing district judges. 


The proposed amendment to the 


election law applies only to those 
districts having more than one dis- 
:rlct judge and, if it was eventu- 
ally enacted, would apply to eight 
districts in the a tat* out of 18. 
These districts are Grand Island, 
Hastings. Norfolk, 
West 
Point, 
Lancaster county, Douglas county, 
North Platte and Sidney, Seward 
and Butler county, and the Fre- 
mont-Columbus district, which are 
legally designated by numbers in- 
stead of names as here used. 


The report ol the 
committee 


caused considerable discussion and 
it was decided to see that each 
member receives a copy of the 
report and that more opportunity 
be given to study it. The report 
proposes that in districts having 
more than one judge, the district 
shall be divided into the number 
of departments that 
there 
are 


judges to be elected and that the 
departments be assigned by lot 
that each judge shall run in 


his department and not be re- 
quired to run against the judge 
who may run for re-election in 
other departments. 


Proposed Amendment. 


The 
committee recommended 
that the following be added to 
Sec. 
32-1201 of 
the 
compiled 


statutes of the state to bring about 
the proposed awstem: 


"For election purposes only, ju- 


dicial districts having more than 
one district judge shall be divided 
Into as many departments as there 
are judges provided for, while de- 
partments shall be designated as 
'Department 
No. 1, Department 


No. 2, etc.' consecutively for as 
many departments as there are1 
judges assigned to said district by 
law. Within 30 days after this act 
goes into effect the judges in such 
districts shall, by lot, determine 
which judge shall be assigned to 
each Department aforesaid, 
and 
thereafter each of 
said 
judges 


shall be eligible to be a candidate

CURE OF SOCIAL ILLS 


DISCUSSED BY DOBBS 


Sees Need of Scientific and 


Educational Welfare 


Work. 


More comprehensive 
scientific 


educational a n d welfare work, 
aimed at the prevention and cure 
of social ills, was advocated Mon- 
day night by Harrison A. Dobbs, 
associate processor of social econ- 
omy at the University of Chicago, 
In a talk to more than 100 laymen 
and social workers at the chamber 
of commerce. Mr. Dobbs, the sec- 
ond speaker in a series sponsored 
by the graduate school 
work of the 
university, 


of social 
and the 


council of social agencies, gave 
his topic as "The Responsibility of 
the State in Programs for Care of 
Children." 
"For the most part," he charged, 


"we are a near sighted people. 
Almshouses, prisons, hospitals for 
the insane, the whole group of 
adult charitable 
and correctional 


institutions, stir us emotionally in 
sympathetic and effective fashion. 
However, penetrating 
scrutiny of 
these problems surely directs our 
attention to the early failures and 
inadequacies of present training 
for a successful life," 


A study of adult 
institutional 


records, indicates many prison and 
poorhouse 
inmates 
were 
once 


poorly 
cared 
for 
children, ex- 


plained Professor 
Dobbs. 
"For 


them," he said, "the community at 
the proper time should have exer- 
cfted constructive supervision and 
competent direction. Therein rests 
not only the child's future happi- 
ness, but determination of his ulti- 
mate value, liability or assets, to 
the community as well." 


Emphasizing, the community re- 


sponsibility, he 
&dde<$ "there is 


generally a common and impeding 
unwillingness 
and inherent in- 


ability of most persona in every 
walk of life to accept a point of 
view about these matters that is 
preventive." 
^ 
Explaining that social 
security 


is only another method of assist- 
ance and not preventive, Professor 
Dobbs offered 
as a solution that 


the educational system 
give all 


children, besides book learning and 
early manual Instruction, moral, 
social and 
cultural 
background 


and training as well. 


"Lessons in social and economic 


co-operation and particularly 
a 


thoro vocational preparation and 
guidance, with scientific direction 
toward productive and satisfying 


employment, offer m suitable way 
to offset causes of many important 
adult problems," he said. 
Professor Dobba advocated the 


extension of preventive principles 
to the field of health and urged 
specifically that more science and 
less trial and error be used in mat- 
ters such as child welfare. He 
pointed out that high levels of 
professional service are not pro- 
hibitive in any agency, that It 
does not call for abrupt and pain- 
ful changes in the organization, 
but is rather a long continuer proc- 
ess of alteration. Staff require- 
ments and staff direction, he said, 
must have increasing recognition, 
with competent supervision, and 
reliable policies in every depart- 
ment. 


"Why 
this effort?" the speaker 


asked. "I^pt that the children's 
agency nor the board of directors 
might prosper and find satisfac- 
tion in their efforts. Rather that 
have better 
for t h e i r 
more children shall 
essential 
provisions

It sat 
in regular session, Washington's 
birthday not being one of its ob- 
served holidays. Only the main en- 
trance of the capitol was open, and 
while a few state officers were at 
their desks, all of their helpers 
were off duty. 


Altho a postofflce bulletin-had 
announced that there would be no 
mail deliveries on Washington's 
birthday with the main office and 
all branches closed thruout the 
day, Postmaster Fenton modified 
the order to the extent of provid- 
ing an early delivery of all mall 
In the business section. This has 
not been customary, but the post- 
master figured from two angles, 
rendering service and relieving 
office 
and 
carrier 
congestion. 
Stores were opened to receive the 
delivery. 


After the board In charge of 
•chool district No. 36 in Thurston 
county refused to authorize suit 
against James Chmelka, district 
treasurer, because he had $1,500 of 
its money in the Liberty State 
bank of Thurston when it failed, 
eight taxpayers joined in a' suit, 
and asked recovery against him 
and Is bondsmen, William Korth 
and William Jasa. The district 
court dismissed the case as with- 
out legal merit, and the eight tax- 
payers lodged an appeal Tuesday 
.Jrith the supreme court. 


Argument was hear(d by the su- 


preme court Tuesday on the appeal 
of David Bolker from conviction in 
Douglas county on a charge of 
contributing to the delinquency of 
Dorothy Young, a 17 year old girl. 
Bolker was night clerk at the 
Plaza hotel, and was charged with 
having sent her to various rooms 
-for 
immoral purposes. 
She BO 
-testified. 
He denied the charge. 


"He said the girl represented herself 
^as a married woman, and that he 
had remonstrated with her that 
she was too young for that sort of 
life. He says the judge was the 
thirteenth furor and forced a con- 
viction. The state said that per- 
haps the amount of evidence was 
unnecessary, but that it' proved 
guilt beyond a reasonable doubt. 


The supreme court was called 


upon Tuesday to decide whether 
the Railway Express company 
must pay Alberta Summers, widow 
of a former employe who was 
killed 
Sept. 12, 1936, by being 
caught between cars, compensa- 
tion at the rate of $11.63 a week 
for 325 weeks, plus *150 burial bill 
and 5100 • attorney fees. 
The ex- 
press company aaya it paid 60 per- 
cent of the J125 a month he drew 
and the Union Pacific 40 percent. 
•The railroad company is exempt 
from the compensation law, and 
the express company's contention 
is that its share of the weekly 
benefits should be J9. The widow's 
attorney said the division of pay 
was meiely a way of paying the 
express company for caring for 
the railroad's express business, 
with no relation to compensation 
awards.

The question presented first Is 
whether the legislative declaration 
of its continuance is conclusive on 
the courts 
Citing numerous de- 
ing It to the people by constitu- 
Holmes of the federal supreme 
court, Judge Eberly says that the 
declaration of a legislature that 
on emergency exists may never 
possess vitality if obvious mistake 
has occurred in the truth of the 
declaration 
upon 
which 
it 
is 


founded, or may cease to operate 
if the emergency ceases or the 
facts change, even tho valid when 
passed. 
The opinion reviews at length 


the various remedial acts of con- 
gress intended to prevent the sac- 
rifice by distressed debtors of their 
property, the loans to farmers, the 
extension of credit facilities and 
the bankruptcy act, and the con- 
clusion is that a temporary emer- 
gency created by an impending 
judicial sale at ruinous prices is 
adequately provided against anc 
completely terminated. 


Sacred Obligation.

Carter says the. provision of the 
onstitutlon that no law impairing 
.he obligation of contracts shall

than one interpretation.

provision meant at the time it was 
adopted that the terms of a con- 
ract for payment of money could 
not be altered by a state statute 
or the relief of unfortunate debt- 
ors by postponing payment or en- 
orcement during an econtftnic or 
.financial emergency, obviously it 
means the same now. The Intent 
of the people of this state when 
hey adopted the constitution, and 
continuing up to the present time, 
was to prohibit the passage of 
such a law. and it applies under 
all conditions and circumstances. 
They did not say "except in case 
of 
dire distress 


emergency."

The famous decision of Judge 


Taney in the Dred Scott fugitive 
slave case is among those cited to 
show the courts have repeatedly 
icld that the constitution has the 
same meaning and intent with 
which it spoke when it came from 
the hands of its makers. 
Any 
other rule of construction would 
abrogate the judicial character of 
.he courts and make it the mere 
reflex of the popular opinion or 
passion of the day, they say. 
"If We arbitrarily disregard the 
constitutional provision prohibiting 
ie passage of a law impairing 
.he obligations of contracts," says 
Judge Carter, "on the ground that 
an emergency exists, or for any 
other reason, what will we do 
when the freedom of the press is 
Interefered with by legislative en- 
actment? What will then be the 
result when free speech, freedom 
of religion, the right of trial by 
jury and our other constitutional 
guarantees are interefered with? 
Will it be a sufficient answer to 
say that such Interference is justi- 
fied because Uio^Juislature in its 
wisdom has declared that an emer- 
gency exists? Such »n argument 
Is not only unsound from a legal 
standpoint, but it rocks the very 
Foundations of our constitutional 
form of government. 


In his dissenting opinion Judge 


Paine holds that the moratorium 
.aw was proper emergency legisla- 
tion, fully justified by the condi- 
tions that he discusses in deta-l. 
and it has prevented, up to this 
:lme widespread evictions of dis- 
tressed farmers and home owners 
who have in many cases by this 
beneficial law been able to save 
their homes. He says the right of 
a state to exercise its power to 
give temporary relief when urgent 
public distress has been brought 
about by six years of drouth is 
not, in the opinion of many state 
and 'federal judges, such an abuse 
of the power of sovereignty that 
a carefully considered moratorium 
law of the same general character 
as enacted by many other states 
should be struck down by the 
courts as an unwarranted act of 
the legislature. 


Judge 
Paine says such Well 
established facts with respect to 
financial conditions and conditions 
as they have existed for six years 
should not be overlooked by the 
court, and says they prove that the 
moratorium law is justified. In his 
opinion the legislature understated 
the actual conditions as 
they 
existed when the act was passed, 
and it is admitted by all that 
business will not be good in Ne- 
braska until we have at least one 
good crop. He asks why it is de- 
clared to be violative of the bill of 
rights for the legislature to permit 
an extension of time before the 
mortgagee gets possession of the 
farm, which as a rule he does not 
want, wanting istead his money 
and interest. 


Judge Carter answers the dis- 
sent in several particulars.

fair with Mr. Eden," said Cham- 
berlain. "All the same ./. . I wish 
to say here in the presence of Mr. 
Eden that I have no recollection 
that at any time he ever said to 
me that the question of interna- 
tional good faith constituted an 
embargo on conversations with 
either Italy or Germany." 
As the test of strength between 
the -coldly practical Chamberlain 
and his former foreign secretary 
began in the house, Chamberlain's

whelmingly the labor motion. 


Before the debate started Eden 
went to Buckingham palace and 
turned his seals of office over to 
King George. 
In commons Sir John Simon, 


chancellor of the exchequer, denied 
there were any negotiations in 
progress for a British loan or 
credits to Italy. 
Greenwood charged that cham- 
berlain's policy would lead to war. 
He declared the prime minister 
had "sneaked around to the pi- 
rates' lair to try to, drive a bar- 
gain." He demanded to know if 
France had been consulted before 
Chamberlain made his new ap- 
proach to Italy. 
In Rome the British ambassador, 


the earl of Perth, conferred with 
Foreign Minister Count Galeazzo 
Ciano preparatory to returning to 
London for instructions for the 
Anglo-Italian negotiations shortly 
to open tn Rome under the eye of 
Premier Benito Mussolini.

He does not fail when 
it is possible to make the route.

Carriers in State. 


Today there are 834 carriers in 


Nebraska. In 1937 there were S4S 
but consolidation of routes has cut 
down the number. Last year 615 
were members of tMe association. 
There were in the United States, 
Secy. Paulson's report showed, 
33,601 mail routes, aggregating 
1,377,088 miles, with an average 
length of 40.89 miles. The mail 
carriers serve 6,985.500 families 
and 25,877.000 individuals. 


If the average length of a route 


in Nebraska is the same as that 
in the United States, it was fig- 
ured by some of the carriers at- 
:ending that rural carriers cover 
over 33,000 miles a day. Paulson's 
report showed that the carriers 
ire interested in a bill making re- 
tirement 
possible at 60 years, 
after 30 years service, and com- 
pulsory at, 70.. They also want to 
ret thru congress a bill for in- 
creased rates for maintenance of 
equipment of 6 or 7 cents per mile 
instead of 5 cents.

Few schools in the state will em- 
loy married women, says Prof. 


R. D. Moritz, director of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska teacher place- 
ment bureau, in his annual report 
which is available now in bulletin 
orm. Age i? also an important 
"actor in the placing of teachers, 
.he bureau having found that it is 
difficult to secure jobs, particularly 
n the larger school systems, for 
,hose who have passed 35. 
"Academic 
and 
professional 
quali fications are also not the 
only factors entering into the em- 
ployment question," states the bu- 
reau director. "Church affiliation 
requently enters into the selection. 
jut this particular qualification 
has been eliminated by law, and 
our office is prohibited from giv- 
ing information relative to the re- 
igious affiliate of the candidate." 
Prof. Moritz 
points 
out that 
here was a shortage of teachers 
ast year in almost every field— 
particularly for grade school in- 
structors who held college degrees. 
Actually, before -Sept. 1. 1937 the 
bureau's supply of available quali- 
'ied teachers was practically ex- 
hausted. 
"Seventy-seven percent of the 
calls received were from within 
Nebraska altho calls were received 
from 23 other states and Alaska." 
he states. "More college calls were 
received from Iowa than from Ne- 
araska, most of them being from 
lunior colleges."

Sometimes thi« disability results 


from an infection with a parasite 
called the "ameba". Then we face 
* condition medically spoken of as 
"amebic dysentery". 


Many of you may recall the seri- 


ous outbreaks of this disease which, 
not so long ago, occurred in lev- 
era! American cities. While occa- 
sional cases are reported, I am glad 
to say it is now under control of 
the health authorities. 
The parasite which causes dys- 


entery has a big name, "entameba 
hlstolytioa". It enters the body 
through 
contaminated 
food or 


liquids. 


Ita Symptoms 


The sufferer from thU disease 


has pronounced diarrhea, 
with 


cramps and colicky pain. The pain 
is in the lower abdomen, with great 
tenderness or pressure over both 
sides of the abdomen. In some in- 
stances the pain is mild and the 
true nature of the disability may 
be overlooked. 
The stools are quite characteris- 


tic. They are small in quantity, 
but contain a great deal of blood, 
mucus and pus. In a severe case 
the victim may have as many as 40 
or more movements daily. 
There are also fever, marked 


prostration, swelling of the abdo- 
men, 
nausea and vomiting. 
In 


some cases the parasites may get 
into the blood stream and then are 


carried through the body. In this 
manner they reach and may be- 
come lodged In the liver, lungs or 
other organs where they may cause 
abscess formation. 
Fortunately, 


this complication Is not common. 


"Carriers" Spread It 


One of the reasons why this form 


at dysentery cannot be completely 
done away with is that the para- 
site may be carried by persons who 
are otherwise normal and are un- 
aware of ever having the disease. 
Every such individual, known as 
a "carrier", is a constant source of 
danger to his associates because 
he may easily infect others. 
Health official" make every effort 


to see that food handlers »nd others 
having close contact with food sup- 
plies and the serving of foods are 
not carriers of this and certain 
other diseases. .To this end repeat- 
ed examinations of the stool are 
usentlal, in order to determine the 
presence or absence of infective 
agents.

squeezes, because X realized that not 
more than 2 or 3 per cent of readers 
could follow and appreciate such 
plays. Today It is a different story 
Playcn have discovered that there 
really is nothing occult or mysterious 
about « squeeze. I do not mean tc 
Imply that many squeeze plays arc 
not highly Involved and, therefore 
difficult. But it is a fact that most 
squeezes can b« executed by any 
player who will take the pains to 
"look ahead" and handl* his entrtei 
la an intelligent manner. Let us s« 
up a typical double squeeze hand and 
follow each play from th* declarer1! 
position.

guarded queen, and counts his sure 
tricks. 
He sees two spades, five 


hearU, three diamonds [if th» sui 
falls to break], and two clubs, on 
short of the goal. If diamonds break 
3-3 th« hand will b« * laydown but, 
of course, the test of a real bridge 
player Is to a*sitm« bad breaks and 
guard against them whenever possl 
ble. 


Right at the firtt trick South, can 


make 
an 
important 
observation, 


namely, that if one defender 
[pro 


sumably East In this case] has to 
guard the spade suit and the other 
holding four diamonds, has to guart 
the diamond suit, neither will be able 
to keep sufficient clubs to stop de- 
clarer's own third club. 


Well, let's see what we .can do 


South. Why not try out three rounds 
of diamonds? If the suit breaks our 
troubles are over. If it doesn't, we 
still have our squeeze position. On 
the third round East shows out, dis- 
carding a heart. Now we know tha 
(West must guard diamonds. Let' 
cash the spade king and then run the 
heart suit. On the third round we 
can safely let go one spade from 
dummy and East can do likewise 
On the fourth round West must dis- 
card a club and we let go dummy's 
next to last spade. East must, o 
course, hold his spade queen, so he 
lets go a club. The fifth heart !s 
the pincer on both West and East. 
West must let go another club, re- 
ducing to two. Now dummy lets go 
the diamond, and it is East's turn to 
squirm. He still must hold the spade 
queen to top dummy's nine, therefore 
must reduce to two clubs. We !ea( 
to the club ace, back to the king, and 
lo and behold, our club deuce Is as 
good as any aca.

Seattle Primary. 


SEATTLE. (*). A self styled 


proponent of "good government" 
and a fun loving candidate backed 
by the C. I. O. shoved A. F. of L. 
supported John F. Dore from the 
mayor's chair in Seattle's city hall. 
Dore failed of renomination In 
Monday's primary, which 
was 
dominated by Councilman Arthur 
B. Langlle, 37 year old former 
leader of the new order of Cincin- 
natus, young men's political group. 
Langlie polled 50.389 votes, far 
ahead of irrepressible Lieut. Gov. 
Victor Aloysius Meyers, who will 
oppose him in the March S elec- 
tions. The dapper, little 39 year 
old lieutenant governor, who gave 
up Jazz band leading for politics, 


polled 27,263 and Dore 21,369. Six 
other candidates tra'lecl 
behind. 
II was the second time Dore, 57, 
went down to defeat after serving 
a two year term. He was elected 
in 1932, defeated by Charles L. 


Smith In 19S4 and re-elected la 
193S. when he beat Langlie, then 
supporetd by the Cincinnati***, 
who took no part in this primary.

$355, repre- 
enting the value of a wrist watch 
jnd wedding ring, plus ?60 in cash. 
Both sides appealed, Leon from the 
efusal of the court to give judg- 
ient fo rthe loss of a $500 engage- 
icnt ring. 
The defense of the company was 
hat it had provided a safe for 
seeping of valuable at night, -but 
Leon insisted that the law requir- 
ng such a safe to be provided did 
not mean he would have to trot 
down every night and deposit ordi- 
nary articles of wear. He had lived 
at the hotel for two years with his 
wife and son. He insisted that 
:here should be no distinction be- 
.ween the loss of an engagement 
ring and a wedding ring. 
The court says that Leon, in 
spite of paying regularly $150 a 
month for his rooms, is a guest 
and that where a hotel company 
las complied with the law requir- 
ng the furnishing of a safe place 
for valuables, a guest, who on 
account of convenience to himsel: 
sees proper to retain his money on 
riis person or in his own room 
does so at his own risk. 
As to the classification of th. 
various articles for which liability 
exists the court' says a platinum 
wrist watch is neither an article 
of jewelry-iior personal adurnmen 
within the law exempting opera 
tors who keep a safe for temporar 
storage, but that the engagemen 
and wedding rings are within th 
law requiring that they be de 
livered for safe keeping, regard 
les of the specific use to whic 
they are adapted or the occasio: 
which brought them into posses 
sion of the owner or the fact tha 
they may be part of the owner' 
ordinary wearing apparel.

G e o r g e 
ohnson, chief engineer for the 
entral Nebraska public power 
d irrigation district, predicted 


Monday rate reductions of as much 
s 20 percent if the federal power 
ommission granted the applica- 
on of the 
Southern Nebraska 
"ower company to sell its facilities 
o the district. 
Johnson testified before Carroll 


>. Spencer, examiner for the com- 
nissiqn. Commissioner Claude I* 
Draper sat with the examiner. 
The Southern Nebraska Power 
ompany applied for authority to 
ell its three plants to the district 
or $898.000 cash. Johnson said 
he district would finance the pur- 
hase thru Guy C. Myers of New 
York City, with whom, he said, 
a contract already had been made, 
le did not Identify Myers. 
He said rate reductions would be 


lossible, in his opinion, thru oper- 
ation of the district's new PWA • 
inanced hydroelectric power plant 
it Hastings, Neb. He said the dis- 
rict would continue to operate 
he Southern Nebraska cojnpany 
Jant at Superior, but would use 
he company's plant at Clay Cen- 
er and Oak only for standby 
lervice. 
Johnson said the district in- 


ended to continue paying state 
and local taxes on the Southern 
Nebraska plants, altho as a public 
agency its property is exempt 
from state and local taxation. 
He said the district would pay 
the taxes "because we feel this 
s a good policy and because we 
•ecognize that the hole that might 
)e left in governmental budgets, 
jarticularly for roads and schools, 
should be plugged." He did not 
say how much the taxes would 
amount to. 
Johnson reiterated a statement 


by officials of his own and the 
two other public power districts In 
Nebraska that they contemplated 
eventually to buy every private 
)ower company in Nebraska ex- 
:ept the Iowa-Nebraska Light and 
Power company, and the Nebraska 
Power company. 
R. O. Caiiaday, chief counsel for 
the district, and L. O. Smith, audi- 
tor for the 
Southern Nebraska 
company, testified briefly on de- 
tails of the proposed transaction.
